inlerge  upon  the  fact  that  in  the  future  war 
complete  possession  of  Manchuria  and  Mongolia 
laintananco  of  fighting  ability  and  of  self- 


warfares  are  tending  to  be  more  of  a  psychological  nature  /snnso  no 
naimonka/,  its  necessity  is  gro-itly  increasing.  Furthermore,  as  to 
the  present  situation  in  Manchuria  and  Mongolia,  the  pending  problems 
between  Japan  and  China  are  being  aggravated  day  by  day,  and  our  military 
police  in  Manchuria  are  now  being  greatly  pressed  with  activity  as 
the  necessity  for  the  Army  to  use  police  authority  and  to  secretly 
detect  and  investigate  the  foroign  agencies  has  suddenly  increased 
recently.  I  believe  it  most  necessary  and  timoly  to  quiotly  considor 
the  changing  phases  of  our  future  military  operations  on  this  occasion, 
and  based  on  the  above,  to  study  the  application,  organization,  strength, 
etc.,  of  the  military  police.  Therefore,  I  will  state  my  following 
opinions  and  beg  your  clear  judgment. 


GIST  CF  OPINION 


If  a  complete  military  occupation  of  a  certain  area  in  Manchuria 
and  Mongolia  is  plenned  in  our  future  military  operations,  a  minimum 
force  of  about  5000  military  police  (with  the  addition  of  some  Chinese 
and  Korean  military  police  assistants)  besides  a  part  of  the  occupation 
area  garrison  is  required  in  order  to  maintain  peace  and  order  in 
tho  said  area.  However,  the  whole  number  of  our  military  police  (in¬ 
cluding  ex-service  men)  is  far  from  sufficient  to  meet  this  requirement. 
Therefore,  in  ordor  to  increase  this  footing  in  tho  future,  the  present 
organization  and  the  full  number  of  tho  Kwgntung  MP  should  be  revised 
and  increased,  and  furthermore,  exceptions  for  extraordinary  drafting 
should  bo  provided  for,  for  the  purpose  of  filling  up  the  deficiency.

The  total  number  of  military  police  roquiromnnts  in  Manchuria 
will  be  about  5, COO  military  police  and  approximately  20,000  Chinese 
(Korean)  auxiliary  MP:s. 

Tho  basis  of  this  ostlmationjtpproros,  on  tho  whole,  the  "Study 
on  the  Administration  of  the  Occupied  Territories  in  Manchuria  and 
Mongolia,"  compiled  by  the  KWANTUNG  Army  Headquarters.  Namely,  about 
25,000  military  policemen  (including  assistants)  will  be  placed  in 
the  hypothetic  administrative  aroa  of  about  45, 000  square  '  ri'  having 
a  population  of  approximately  27,000,000,  tho  rate  being  one  military 
policeman  for  a  population  of  about  1,100  in  an  area  of  1.8  square 
'ri.  • 
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
